GORG  (GEORG,  GEORGE)  OWEN  ,  impliedly  a  Welchman  and  by  family  records  a 
resident  of  Bristol,  England  and  later  of  Coric,  Ireland,  came  to  the  eastern  part 
of  Long  Island  before  1679*  He  was  the  first  person  of  the  Owen  name  at  Brook-i* 
haven,  Suffolk  Co*,  Long  Island  where  he  was  granted  land  in  October  1679  and,  in 
l68i;/8^,  was  given  another  grant  of  20  acres.  On  3  April  l68ij.  **0ven  Evens”  who 
probably  was  Even  Owens  was  granted  20  acres  "on  west  side  of  the  l:^ay  over 
against  his  lot."  (Book  B,  pp,  3,  it  and  129,  Brookhaven  published  records.) 

These  grants  to  Gorg  (George)  Owen  read  with  the  request  of  Jonathan  Owen  to  the 
Trustees  of  Brookhaven  on  10  March  1701  for  land  "on  the  southern  side  of  the  20 
aker  lot  given  to  his  ( Jonathan*  s)  father  Owen  by  the  town  over  against  his  brother 
George  Owens  house"  strongly  suggests  that  "Gorg  Owen",  the  only  person  by  the 
name  of  Owen  (excepts  the  grant  to  Oven  Evens  above  mentioned)  to  receive  land 
frcxri  the  town  prior  to  1701  and  probably  not  then  living,  was  the  father  of 
Jonathan  and  George  Owen.  (Book  C,  Brookhaven  published  records,  p.  39.)

Note 

Of  course  it  is  possible  that  Even  Owen  was  the  settler  and  the  father  of 
George,  Jonathan,  Ifcses,  and  John;  or  that  Gcrg  and  Even  were  brothers, 
Gorg  probably  the  father  of  Jonathan,  George  and  John  and  Even  the  father 
of  Moses  the  latter  of  iidiom  named  two  of  his  children  Even  and  George, 
Logic,  however,  does  not  well  suit  either  of  these  arrangements  and  the 
early  land  grant  to  Gorg,  his  appearance  alone  at  Southampton,  the  in^lied 
age  of  Gorg  as  compared  with  the  others  and  the  family  record,  all  suggest 
that  Gorg  was  the  settler  and  the  others  his  sons. 
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George  Owen  was  on  the  tax  list  of  Southampton  for  the  year  1683  but  does  not  appear 
on  the  census  list  of  that  town  in  1686.  (Hist,  of  Southampton,  L*  I,  by  George 
R.  Howell,  1887.)  He  probably  removed  to  Brookhaven  about  I683  when  Even  Owen, 
probably  the  Edwin  Owen  of  the  family  records  quoted  below  and  another  son  of  Gorg 
purchased,  on  1  December  1683,  a  house  and  lot  there  from  Robert  Goulsbery.  (Book 
B,  pp.  17^-177  Brookhaven  published  records.)  George,  Moses  and  Jonathan  also 
purchased  homes  in  Brookhaven  between  I686  and  I69O  and  a  John  Owen  shows  up  in 
the  Suffolk  Co.  records  in  1692.  None  of  these  supposed  sons  appear  in  the  South¬ 
ampton  records  and  it  is  probable  that  they  removed  to  Brookhaven  with  their 
parents  about  the  time  that  the  older  ones  were  reaching  their  majorities.  A  fact 
that  implies  close  relationship  is  that  all  of  these  sons  except  George  are  shown, 
by  the  records,  to  have  been  joiners  or  carpenters# 

The  wife  of  Gorge  Owen,  Sr.  is  not  known  and  no  birth,  death  or  marriage  re¬ 
cords  of  himself  and  children  have  been  found.  The  Brookhaven  records ^do^^  not 
mention  a  George  Owen,  Jr.  earlier  than  1719; or  1*0  years  after  George  Owen  was 
granted  land  in  Brookhaven.  This  fact  indicates  that  if  Gorg  (George)  was  the 
settler  then  he  must  have  died  or  removed  before  his  son  George  came  into  the  re¬ 
cords.  A  will  of  ^Charles  Owen  of  the  Parish  of  Oushen  in  Pembroke  County,  South 
Wales,  mariner,”  written  23  October  1702,  proved  in  New  York,  26  November  1702 
which  left  to  his  "friend  Susannah  Barnes”  80  pounds  which  had  been  "bequeathed 
to  me  as  iiy  portion  in  the  will  of  my  father,  George  Owen,  Doctor  of  Divinity  and 
now  in  the  hands  of  iry  mother,  Mary  Owen,  in  the  Parish  of  Oushen”  suggested  the 
possibility  that  this  George  Owen  D,  D.  was  the  Brookhaven  settler,  (Abstracts  of 
New  York  Wills,  Vol.  I,  p.  351*)  A  copy  of  the  will  of  George  Owen,  D.  D»  with 
codicil  was  obtained  frcm  the  clerk  of  Pembroke  County,  Wales  and  supplied  proof 
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that  he  couLi  not  have  been  the  progenitor  of  the  Brookhaven  Owen  family.  It  was 
dated  July  1,  1690  and  mentioned  his  wife,  Mary,  and  eldest  son,  George  Owen,  also 
‘*my  five  younger  children,  William  Owen,  John  Owen,  Charles  Owen,  Maiy  Owen  and 
Elizabeth  Owen.”  The  latter  five  children  were  under  21  years  of  age^  The  estate 
was  inventoried  November  1690« 

An  Owen  family  record  was  graciously  supplied  to  this  writer  by  Mrs,  Isabel  J» 
Emerick  of  Oswego,  New  York*  It  named  the  Owen  settlers  in  Brookhaven  as  Edwin, 
who  could  have  been  Even,  John,  Moses  and  Jonathan  but  omitted  George,  It  was 
handed  down  by  her  mother  who  was  a  granddaughter  of  John  Owen  (178ii-<l81i3)  of 
Somers,  Westchester  Co.,  N,  Y.  (Joseph^,  Joseph^,  Joseph^,  Jonathan^,  George^), 

The  record  states  that  Jonathan  Owen^s  father,  the  settler  in  Brookhaven,  L.  I*, 
not  named,  was  probably  born  in  Bristol,  England  where  sons  Edwin  (sic)  and  John 
were  bom.  It  says  that  the  family  then  removed  to  Cork,  Ireland  where  sons, 
Jonathan  and  Moses  were  bom  and  later  moved  to  A;nerica  and  settled  near  the  east 
end  of  Long  Island,  The  record,  as  supplied  by  Mrs,  Emerick,  then  continues  as 
follows:  "Jonathan  Owen  born  1671  in  city  of  Coidc,  Ireland,  died,  aged  about  8ii, 
(gravestone  at  Bedford,  N,  Y.,  says  he  died  17^0,  aged  79),  buried  in  Bedford, 
New  York,  married  Mary  Brewster,  born  1671^  d.  17^0  (her  gravestone  gives  no 

dates),  buried  in  Bedford.  She  was  a  daughter  of  Rev,  Nathaniel  Brewster

and  Sarah  Ludlow  the  latter  a  daughter  of  Deputy  Gov,  Roger  Ludlow  who  lived 
in  Setauket  and  Southold,  Long  Island,  They,  (meaning  Jonathan  and  Mary  Owen^ 
had  five  sons  and  two  daughters,  Joseph  Owen,  son  of  Jonathan,  born  22  June 
1706,  died  11  Oct,  1759  (gravestone  agrees)  buried  in  Bedford,  married,  2  Nov, 
1729,  Hannah  Holmes,  (her  gravestone  says  Hannah  Helme)  bom  8  Dec,  1703, 
died  31  Dec.  1785,  buried  in  Bedford,  (Her  gravestone  says  d,  31  Dec,  1789, 
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aged  82  jrears*)  Their  children  were  Rath,  Hannah,  Piminah,  who  m,  Caleb 
Sands,  Joseph  Jr,  who  m,  Millicent  Horton,  Sarah,  Maiy,  Martha  and  Thomas* 
Joseph  Owen,  Jr.,  son  of  Joseph,  was  born  5  Sept.  173^5  died  11  May  I813, 
buried  in  Bedford  (his  gravestone  agrees);  married  ^  Apr.  1761,  Millicent 
Horton,  born  17  Maj’-  17i|2;  died  May  26,  18 16,  buried  in  Bedford  (her  grave¬ 
stone  agrees).”  The  record  then  continues  with  the  descendants  of  Joseph, 

Jr»  and  Millicent  (Horton)  Owen  as  given  later  herein^ 

The  children  of  Gorg  (Georg,  George)  Owen^  supposedly  were:

(1)  Even  Owen  ,  (Gorg  )  was  probably  the  Edwin  Owen  of  the  Owen  family  re»- 

cords  given  above*  He  was  called  a  Joiner  in  the  first  record  found 
of  him,  a  deed  dated  in  Suffolk  Co.,  L*  I.,  1  Dec,  I683,  when  he 
purchased  a  house  andJ.ot  in  Brookhaven  frcan  Robert  Goulsbeiy.  John 
Tooker  and  John  Coombs  were  witnesses,  (Book  B,  pp*  17^-177  Brook- 
haven  piiblished  records.)  He  was  also  probably  the  Oven  Evens  who 
was  granted  20  acres  of  land  by  the  town  of  Brookhaven,  3  April  1681;^ 
(Ibid.,  p.  189).  His  death  occurred  soon  after  he  received  this 
grant.  His  estate  was  inventoried,  29  Aug.,  I68I4,  and  administration 
granted  to  his  widow  and  relict,  Martha,  and  George  Owen,  The  ap¬ 
praisers  of  his  estate  were  Sanuel  Ackerly  and  John  Thomas.  (Sessions 
Book,  1669-1681;,  Suffolk  Co,,  #1,  pp.  I63,  l6lj.,  also  N.  Y.  Gen.  & 

Hist.  Reg.,  Vol.  XII,  p.  133*)  He  probably  left  no  children,

(2)  Georg  (George)  Owen,  Jr#  ,  (Gorg  ).  That  there  was  an  early  George  Owen, 

Jr,  in  Brookhaven  is  indicated  by  Book  C,  p.  39  of  Brookhaven  published 
records  which  show  that  on  10  March  1701  Jonathan  Owen  asked  the  Trus¬ 
tees  for  land  ”on  the  souths rd  side  of  the  20  aker  lot  given  to  his 
father  Owen  by  the  town  over  against  his  brother  George  Owens  house”, 
and  by  Book  B,  pp,  1;  and  9  ibid  which  records  a  grant  of  land  by  the 
town  to  Gorg  Owen  1  Oct.  1679  and  another  grant  in  l681;/89  described 
as  ”20  akers  of  land  over  against  their  house  west  side  of  the  way,” 
These  being  the  only  grants  by  the  town  of  Brookhaven  to  any  member 
of  the  Owen  family  prior  to  1701,  except  one  to  Oven  Evens  3  April 
1681;  suggests  that  George  Owen,  Sr.  was  the  father  of  George  Owen,  Jr, 
and  his  brother  Jonathan  and  that  the  father  was  not  then  living, 

George  Owen,  quite  ceii^ainly  George  Owen  Jr#  although  not  so  designated, 
his  father  even  then  quite  likely  being  dead,  bought  property  in  Brook¬ 
haven,  L.  I,  from  Obed  Seward,  8  Dec,  I688.  (Book  B,  p,  281  Brookhaven 
published  records.)  It  was  land  formerly  owned  by  Zachariah  Hawkinso 
Moses  Owen  was  a  witness  to  the  deed.  He  also  bought  land,  1  Aug,  I69O, 
from  Joseph  Davis,  described  as  being  bounded  by  the  home  lot  of  Samel 
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Acrely  on  the  west,  by  common  land  on  the  north,  by  land  of  Ben;jamin 
Smith  on  the  soath  and  by  land  of  Mr.  Bryan  on  the  east*  The  deed  was 
witnessed  by  Thomas  Helm  and  Moses  Owen.  (Ibid,  p.  290-291)  George 
Owen  together  with  Moses  and  Jonathan  Owen  were  on  the  tax  list  cf 
Brookhaven  in  170li.  George  Owen  was  elected  Tnistee  of  Brookhaven  in 
I69U  and  Constable  in  1701.  George  Owen  his  ear  mark  for 

cattle  11  April  1703.  On  3  April  1713  fifty  acres  of  land  were  laid 
out  for  George  Owen  on  ’’west  side  of  town  southerly  of  Smithtown.” 

In  October  1719  George  Owen,  George  Owen  Jr.,  Jonathan  and  Aaron  Owen 
were  on  the  list  of  principal  freeholders  of  Brookhaven.  This  is  the 
first  record  found  by  this  writer  of  a  George  Owen  Jr.  He  quite 
certainly  was  a  grandson  of  the  settler  Gorg  Owen  the  letter  pf^whoni!  , 
died  or  removed  before  his  son  George  Jrj^came  into  the  records*  CBri  ^ 
lit  Dec*  1719  George  Owen  and  Aaron  Owen  with  Timothy,  Nathaniel  and 
Daniel  Brewster  and  others  resigned  their  seats  in  the  Meeting  House 
as  a  preliminary  to  a  new  drawing.  In  1721  Gorg  Owen  gave  to  his 
’’brother  Jonathan”  16  acres  of  land  ’’lying  between  Jo  Akerly’s  path 
and  ye  end  of  Green’s  lot.”  (Book  C,  p.  110  Brookhaven  published 
records.)  This  gift  may  have  been  in  anticipation  of  death  which  may 
have  occurred  about  that  time*  His  children  are  not  identifiable  by 
the  records  but  could  have  been  as  follows:

(1)  G-eorge  Owen  3rd.  ,  called  George  Owen  Jr.  in  the  Brookhaven  records. 

The  October  1719  list  of  principal  freeholders  of  Brookhaven  shows 
the  names  of  George  Owen,  George  Owen  Jr.,  Jonathan  Owen  and 
Aaron  Owen.  George  Owen  Jr.  registered  his  ear  mark  for  cattle 
18  Feb.  172li.  George  Owen  (sic)  and  Aaron  Owen  by  joint  deed 
dated  at  Brookhaven  3  Dec.  172ii  sold  to  Alexander  Smith  of  Huntington, 
L,  I.,  property  in  Brookhaven  known  as  ”Aaron  Owen’s  House.” 

(Book  B,  Brookhaven  published  records,  pp.  i|.17-i;l8.)  A  George 
Owen  (sic)  was  referred  to  as  ’’Collector”  I|.  May  172^*  This  was 
the  last  time  George  Owen  appears  in  the  Brookhaven  records  until 
May  1736  when  a  George  Owen  was  elected  a  Trustee*  Thi^^if^orge 
probably  was  a  cousin  of  George  Owen  3rd.  an^  son  of  Jonathan. 

No  further  record  of  George  Owen  3rd*  found*

(2)  Sarah  Owen  ,  called  a  daughter  of  George  Owen  in  the  ’’Hawkins 

Genealogy”  by  Ralph  Clymer  Hawkins,  1939*  She  was  born,  according 
to  this  genealogy,  20  Sept.  I69O,  d.  23  April  1768  and  married, 
about  1711,  Eleazer  Hawkins,  b.,  at  Setauket,  Brookhaven,  L.  I,, 

7  Aug.  1688,  He  was  a  son  of  Zachariah  and  Mary  (Biggs)  Hawkins* 

(See  ’’Hawkins  Genealogy”  by  Ralph  Clymer  Hawkins,  1939.)  The 
family  lived  at  Story  Brook,  L.  I*

(3)  Aaron  Owen  first  mentioned  in  the  Brookhaven  records  as  a  private 
in  the  Militia  of  Brookhaven  in  1715  in  the  company  of  lieutenant 
Jonathan  Owen  who  probably  was  his  uncle  although  he  could  have 
been  his  father.  He  removed  to  East Chester  in  Westchester  Co,, 

N.  Y,  where  he  purchased,  3rd.  Aug.  172i|,  rights  described  as 
Long  Reach  (might  mean  Long  Beach)  from  John  Parker,  bricklayer# 

(N.  Y,  Gen.  &  Biog,  Reg.  Vol,  60,  p,  312.)  On  3  Dec.  ITTh, 
describing  himself  as  ’Yeoman  of  Eastchester  in  the  County  of 
Westchester,  New  York,”  he  and  George  Owen  of  Brookhaven  sold 
property  in  Brookhaven,  known  as  ”Aaron  Owen*s  House”,  to 
Alexander  Smith  of  Huntington,  L.  I,  The  deed  was  witnessed  by 
Nathaniel  looker  and  Archael  Thompson.  (Book  B,  Brookhaven 
published  records,  pp.  i|17>  Ul8.)  One  could  believe  that  George 
and  Aaron  Owen  of  this  deed  were  father  and  son  although  they 
could  have  been  brothers  or  cousiQS,  The  last  record  fo\ind  of 
Aaron  Owen  was  in  March  1726  when  Aaron  Owen  of  East  Chester  in 
the  County  of  Westchester,  N.  Y,  sold  to  Benjamin  Hallock  ”on 
(one)  sertain  Righ  of  Commaedge  Lying  and  being  in  the  Bounds  and 
limits  of  Brookhaven  which  did  formerly  belong  to  Robert  Guosbore.” 
(Unrecorded  deed  in  possession  of  Mrs,  LeRoy  King  of  East  Hairpton, 
L,  I.)  This  probably  refers  to  Robert  Goulsbeiy  "viio  sold  land 
to  Even  Owen  1  December  1683  and  suggests  that  Aaron  was  a  son  of 
Even,  No  further  records  found  of  Aaron  Owen, 


(ll)  Timothy  Owen  ,  of  Goshen,  Orange  Co,,  N.  Y.  where  her  will  was 

written  16  Feb.  1761  and  proved  1;  March  1761,  (Abstract  of  N.  Y. 
Wills,  Vol.  VI,  p.  8l).  He  was  called  a  cordwainer  in  his  will 
which  mentioned  his  seven  children  but  did  not  name  his  wife  who 
probably  was  Ruth,  dau,  of  John  Mowbray.  His  will  designated 
as  executors  ”ny  friends  Gershom  and  Nathaniel  Owen  of  Ulster  Co, 
and  Ebenezer  Owen  of  Pbchaik.”  Gershom  and  Nathaniel  Owen  were 
sons  of  his  probable  cousin  Jonathan^,  (John^,  George^)  and 
Ebenezer  was  a  son  of  his  probable  cousin  Ebenezer*  ,  (Jonathan  ^ 
George^),

(1)  Ruth  Owen  ,  called  a  married  daughter  in  her  father’s  will. 

She  probably  married  about  1759  Thomas  Gustin  (John^,  John^), 
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b,  at  Glastonberry,  Conn*,  12  Jan.  173^  and  had  children  (l) 
John,  bo  8  June  1760;  (2)  Timotiicr,  b,  2  June  1762;  (3) 

Thomas  Jr.,  b.  1763;  (I4)  David;  (5)  Saruel,  b.  1766;  (6) 

Jesse,  bo  25  Jan.  1768;  (7)  Mary,  b.  27  Apr.  1773;  (8)  Benajah, 
b.  7  Feb.  1781i.

(2)  Eldest  son  ,  referred  to  in  father* s  will  as  "crazy”  but  name 
not  giveno  All  of  his  brothers  named  in  his  father’ s  will 
were  competent  men  by  the  records  and  decidedly  not  crazy 
which  leaves  him,  the  unnamed  one,  as  bearing  that  role* 


(3)  Timothy  Owen  Jr*  He  signed  the  pledge  of  Associates  in  Orange 
Co.,  N.  Y.  in  1775  and  was  referred  to  as  a  Rev*  War  soldier 
in  a  Seneca  Co.,  N.  Y.  deed,  (book  C,  p.  205),  dated  19  May 
1807.  He  also  witnessed  the  will  of  Richard  Allison  of 
Goshen,  Orange  Co.,  N.  Y*,  23  Oct.  1767  (Abstract  of  N,  Y. 
Wills,  Vol.  VII,  p.  170).  The  1790  census  of  Warwicktown 
Orange  Co.,  N.  Y.  shows  Timothy  Owen  with  a  family  of  one 
male  adult  two  males  under  I6  and  three  females*  He  re« 
moved  to  Seneca  Co.,  N.  Y. 


(i|.)  John  Owen  .  Letters  of  Administration  of  the  estate  of  John 
Owen  were  granted  to  John  Owen  of  Warwick  13  Dec.  1796* 

The  1790  census  shows  a  John  Owen  of  Goshen,  Orange  Co.  N.y. 
with  a  family  of  three  males  over  I6,  one  male  under  I6 
and  five  females*  His  children  not  identified* 


(5)  Israel  Owen  ,  b*  say  17U9;  d.  at  Warwick,  Orange  Co.,  N.  Y. 
between  April  27,  I8li|  when  his  will  was  written  and  May 
10,  l8lli  when  it  was  proved*  He  married  Jane  Ferrier* 

His  will  did  not  mention  a  wife  but  did  mention  all  six 
children  shown  hereafter*  The  HLstoiy  of  Sussex  and  Warren 
Counties,  New  Jersey  by  J.  P.  Snell  1881,  on  page  360, 
gives  a  biograpl:y  of  William,  son  of  Israel  and  Jane 
(Ferrier)  Owen*  Israel  Owen  served  in  the  Orange  Go* 
Militia  Rev.  War.  Children  (1)  William  Owen^,  b.  5  Oct* 
1777;  d.  20  Dec.  1829*  He  married  and  had  a  dau.  Jane 
and  son  Robert  the  latter  of  whom  married,  5  Feb.  1825, 
Rebecca  Dunn  and  had  a  family  of  11  children.  Lived  at 
Amity,  N.  Y.;  (2)  Thomas  Owen^;  (3)  Sally  Owen^;  (1|)  Betsey 
Owen^;  (5)  Esther  Owen^;  (6)  Margaret  Owen^, 


(6)  Anning  Owen  ,  b.  1751;  d,,  at  Ulysses,  Seneca  Co.,  N*  Y,, 

between  21  Mar*  l8lii  when  his  will  was  dated  and  2  May  I8IJ4. 
when  it  was  probated.  The  will  stated  that  he  was  a  Deacon 
and  Elder  in  the  Methodist  Church*.  It  mentioned  wife,  Maiy, 
and  brother,  Mowbray,  and  daughters,  Christina  Hartsaugh, 

wife  of  Anglebut  Hartsaugh  and  Elizabeth  Shaw,  wife  of  John 
Shaw  and  son-in-law,  John  Goodwin.  He  removed  to  Seneca  Co.,

N.  Yo  about  18(X)*  He  had  a  son,  Benjamin  and  a  dau*,  Sarah 
both  of  whom  died  young,  (See  Michael  Shoemaker  Book,  pp. 
i|.l6f,  79 If,  1313.)  The  1790  census  shows  him  living  in 
Lucerne,  Penna,  with  one  son  over  16  and  three  daughters® 

(7)  Mowbray  Owen^,  b.  1^  June  17535  ^  l83ii,  aged  80  years, 

6  months  and  19  days 5  m,  Mary,  b,  1766;  d.  20  Aug.  l85l, 
aged  85  years®  His  will  was  dated  at  Dryden,  ToiT5)kins  Co®, 

N.  Y.,  13  Feb®  l83ii.  and  received  for  probate  25  Mar.  183U* 

It  mentioned  his  wife,  Maiy,  nephew,  Stephen  Mackey  and  Anna 
Mackey,  wife  of  Jeremiah  Mackey®  He  removed  to  Ulysses, 
Seneca  Co,,  N.  Y.  about  I8OO  where  he  was  living  when  his 
brother,  Anning,  died.  He  is  listed  in  the  1790  census  from 
Warwicktown,  Orange  Co.,  N®  Y,  with  no  child ren^  n>S«n«iw»wd 
in  the  Uth  Reg.  of  Ulster  Co.  Militia,  Rev®  War,  He  served 
in  the  2nd,  N,  Y.  line  Reg.  Rev.  War®

together  with  George  Owen  and  Jonathan  Owen  and  others,  including 
William  Helme  and  Zachar3.8.h  Hawkins,  he  signed,  21;  April  1738,  a 
release  to  Rev,  George  Phillips,  ’’who  had  been  minister  for  1;3 
years”, of  a  lot  in  Brookhaven®  (Book  C,  Brookhaven  Published 
Records,  pp,  im-li;3)  He  was  also  on  the  list  of  principal  free¬ 
holders  of  Brookhaven  in  1738.  After  this  his  name  does  not 
again  appear  in  Brookhaven  records.  The  Gustin  Genealogy  says, 
probably  incorrectiy,  that  he  was  the  Eleazer  Owen  who  was  killed 
at  the  battle  of  Minisink,  JuItt  1779,  confusing  him  quite  certainly 
with  Eleazer  Owen  in  Orange  Co.,  a  son  of  Jonathan  and  Patience 
(Vallance)  Owen,  who  was  bora  in  Salisbury  or  Sharon,  Conn,,  Feb® 
1755  and  belonged  to  the  Connecticut  Owen  family  which  was  not 
related  to  the  earlier  Owen  family  of  Orange  Co®,  N.  Y,  so  far 
as  is  known.  This  probably  was  the  Eleazer  Owen  ^o  m,  Abagail 
and  had  a  son  Eleazer  b®  1  Jan.  1780, 

(3)  John  Owen  ,  (Gorg  )  probably  died  at  Southold,  L.  I,,  7  Jan®  1737,  He 
is  listed  in  the  Owen  family  records  as  a  brother  of  Edwin  (Even), 

Moses  and  Jonathan.  His  name  does  not  appear  in  the  Brookhaven  records 
but  he  does  appear  among  the  enlisted  men  in  Capt®  George  Bradshaw’s 
Suffolk  County  Company,  17  June  1692,  (Report  of  the  State  (N.  Y.) 
Historian,  Colonial  Series,  Vol.  I,  p,  i;l8,)  The  same  source,  Vol.  I, 

/  p.  i;03,  and  Vol.  II,  pp.  1;69  and  1;79  all  dated  between  I69O  and  1703 
records  militaiy  activities  of  a  John  Owen  without  stating  where  he 
was  frcM,  except  that  Vol,  I,  p.  i;03  says,  referring  probably  only  to 
the  commander  of  the  compaiy,  Capt.  Gabriel  Thompson,  "supposed  to  be 
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from  Piscattaway,  Md»‘*  The  fact,  however,  that  the  Sergeant  of  this 
company  was  named  Jonathan  Horton,  a  Southold,  Suffolk  Co.,  L.  I,  name 
makes  one  suspect  that  he  and  John  Owen,  at  least,  were  of  that  section. 
The  date  was  1690,  The^^i^ference,  Vol.  II,  p.  1479^  cIulLu  lists 

John  Owen  in  the  accounts  of  sick  persons  in  His  Excellency* s  (Lord 
Combury*s)  Company*  A  little  book  entitled  "Town  of  Southold  Indexes 
to  1698  and  of  1698"  by  Charles  B,  Moore  1868  says  on  page  10 6  that 
John  Owen  was  a  soldier  "in  the  time  of  Leisler  1689"  also  that  he  was 
"living  with  or  near  Joshua  Wells  in  I698."  He  is  recorded  as  witnessing 
deeds  in  Southold  in  1699  and  1702.  He  is  also  shown  to  have  been  issued 
warrants  1^  Oct.  1700  "for  Joiner  woik  on  the  barge"  and  on  27  Apr.  1702, 
by  the  sheriff  of  Suffolk  County  for  "Joiner  work  done  at  the  fort." 

(M.  Y,  State  Libraiy,  Bulletin  58,  March  1902,  Calendar  of  Council 
Minutes,  1688-1783,  pp.  II49,  150,  167.)  His  children,  if  he  had  any 
cannot  be  identified®  His  wife  may  have  been  Maiy  Owen  who  died  at 
Southold  18  May  17U0  and  he  m^  have  been  the  father  of  some  of  those 
of  the  Owen  name  shown  in  the  early  Southold  records  including  [Jonathan 
Owen  who  m,,  23  Oct.,  Bethia  Terry  of  Southold  and  removed  to  Orange  ^ 
County,  New  York  and  supposedly  (not  proved)  had  sons  (l)  Gershom  Owen 
who  married  Hannah  dau.  of  William  and  Margaret  Knapp  of  Goshen  and 
raised  seven  children  named  Jonathan:  Terry,  Bethia,  Mary,  Margaret, 

SalJy  and  Hannah;  (2)  Nathaniel  Owen^  who  married  twice  if  not  three 
times  and  had  nine  children  named  Susannah,  Jonathan,  Bethia,  Sarah, 
JoshTia,  David,  William,  Juliana  and  Temperance;  (3)  John  Owen^  whose 
farm  of  172  acres  is  mentioned  along  with  meadow  land  of  Gershom  Owen 
in  a  deed  of  Thomas  Gustin  dated  31  Jan.  1767.  (Vol.  C,  pp.  1^56  and 
1457,  Orange  Co.  Record.s.);  (I4)  Joshua  (Joseph)  Owen,  b.  1729/30;  d,  21 
Oct,  1819  at  Troy,  N.  Y.  He  married,  at  Poughkeepsie,  N.Y.,  I9  Oct, 

I75I1,  Sarah  Oustrom  and  had  children,  John  Oustrom  Owen,  Bethia  Owen 
and  Mary  Owen.(N,  Y.  Gen,  &:  Biog.  Reg,  Vol,  i;6,  p.  10  and  Marriages  and 
Births  in  Dutchess  Co.,  N,  Y.  by  H.  S«  Reynolds.)

(14)  Moses  Owen  ,  (Gorg  )  first  appears  in  the  Brookhaven,  L.  I.  records  on  1 
Aug.  1687  when  he  purchased  from  John  Tucker  (Tooker)  a  "house  and  lot 
scituate  in  Brookhaven  Joining  to  a  lygh  way  by  Thoiias  Jenner*  s  home  lot 
on  ye  north  side  and  ye  land  of  John  Jenner  01^ the  south  side  etc*  with 
all  improvements  thereon."  (Book  B,  pp.  278-279  Brookhaven  published 
records.)  On  25th  of  January  1713 /lii,  calling  himself  a  carpenter,  he 
gave  property  to  his  "son  Even  Owen"  and  on  6  Sept.  17 18  he  gave  prop¬ 
erty  to  his  son  Goig  (George)  Owen,  The  witnesses  to  both  of  these 
deeds  of  gift  were  Gorg  (George)  Phillips  and  Sarah  Phillips,  (Ibid  pp, 
397-399)  George  Phillips  was  the  fourth  pastor  of  the  Brookhaven  church, 
the  first  having  been  Rev.  Nathaniel  Brewster,  the  second  Mr,  Eburn  and 
the  third  Jonah  Fordham,  Moses  Owen  was  not  again  found  in  Brookhaven 
records  and  since  his  name  does  not  appear  on  the  Oct,  1719  list  of 
principal  freeholders  of  Brookhaven  along  with  Jonathan,  Aaron  and 
George  Owen,  Jr.  it  is  probable  that  he  died  about  the  time  that  his 
deeds  of  gift  to  his  sons  Even  and  George  were  made,  Moses  Owen  was 
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elected  a  constable  in  l69li,  a  collector  in  1699  and  a  trustee  of  Brook- 
haven  (Selectman)  in  1701.  (Brookhaven  Town  Records.)

Maiy,  It  is  hard  to  see  who  this 
Moses  Owen  could  have  been  if  he  was  not  the  son  of  Moses,  Sr.  of 
Brookhaven.  At  the  same  time,  if  this  be  true,  it  seems  strange 
that  he  did  not  participate  in  gifts  of  property  from  his  father 
along  with  Aaron  and  George.  The  wife  of  Moses  Owen  very  probably 
was  Elizabeth  Cornell#  He  died  possessed  of  some  1^0  house  lots 
on  Minifils  Island  (now  City  Island)  that  lies  off  shore  adjacent 
to  Pelham  Manor  in  the  Bronx,  N,  Y.  He  also  owned  property  in 
White  Plains  which  he  willed  to  his  son,  Moses.  (N.  Y.  Abstract 
of  Wills,  Vol.  VIII,  po  5^*)  He  was  a  prominent  figure  in  lower 
Westchester  Co.,  N.  Y.  where  he  served  as  a  town  officer  almost 
every  year  until  1762  missing  only  the  years  17^14-1761  when,  ap¬ 
parently  he  lived  at  Ifye,  N.  Y.  He  was  one  of  His  Majesties 
Justice  of  the  Peace  for  the  County  of  Westchester  in  175^© 

(White  Plains,  N.  Y.  Town  Rec.)

the  Brookhaven,  Suffolk  Co,,  N.  Y,  records  on  31  March  I69O  when  he  bought  of 

r — 


Joseph  Davis  of  Brookhaven  ”a  certain  House,  Barn  and  Homestall  together  with 
Orchard, fencings  and  other  improvements  now  in  possession  of  John  Smith  being  on 
the  north  side  (of)  the  land  now  in  possession  of  John  Muncey  and  a  hyway  on  the 
south  side,”  The  deed  was  witnessed  by  Thomas  Helme  and  George  Owen  and  registered 
by  Timotty  Brewster,  (Book  B,  pp.  289,290  of  Brookhaven  published  records.)  He 
is  shown  by  subsequent  records  to  have  been  a  carpenter  and  was  designated  later 
in  Siiffolk  and  Orange  County,  N.  Y,  deeds,  as  “Planter",  "Yeoman"  and  “Gentlemen". 
He  was  born,  according  to  family  records,  in  Cork,  Ireland  in  1671  and  died  in 
Bedford,  Westchester  Co.,  N,  Y.,  aged  about  81;,  (His  gravestone  says  he  died  in 
17^0,  aged  79 •)  He  married,  probably  near  the  time  of  his  purchase  of  the  above 
homelot,  Mary  Brewster  of  Brookhaven  who  by  Owen  family  records  was  bom  in  1671 
and  died  in  17^0.  (Her  gravestone  gives  no  dates.)  Maiy  Brewster,  the  family 
record  tells  us  was  a  daughter  of  Rev,  Nathaniel  Brewster,  the  first  pastor  at 
Brookhaven,  and  his  wife,  Sarah  Ludlow,  the  latter  a  daughter  of  Deputy  Governor 


of  the  Ifew-Havenn-C<>l<»]y,  Roger  Ludlow^  Jonathan  Owen  and  his  wife,  Maiy  Brewster, 
lie  buried  in  the  Owen  -  Raymond  Cemetery  on  McLean  Street  that  runs  to  the  right 
off  route  172  as  one  travels  westward  between  Bedford  and  Mt.  Kisco,  in  Westchester 
Co.,  N,  Y,  There  are  three  important  stones  in  this  old  brush  infested  cemetery 
which  the  writer  personally  saw  April  8,  19^2.  The  principal  stone  of  the  three 


is  a  tall  four  sided  one  bearing  the  following  inscriptions  - 
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South  face  ''In  memory  of  Jonathan  Owen 

who  died  17^0  age  79 
"also 

"Maiy  Brewster  wife  of  Jonathan  Owen" 

West  face  "In  memoiy  of  Joseph  Owen,  son  of  Jonathan 

and  Mary  Owen  who  died  October  11,  1759 
age  53  years 

"also 

"Hannah  Helme,  wife  of  Joseph  Owen 
d.  Dec.  31>  1789  aged  82  years" 

North  face  "Erected  January  1857” 

Standing  in  line  with  this  four  sided  stone  and  immediately  to  the  north  of 

it  are  two  smaller  stones  the  first  one  reading  - 

"In  memoiy  of  Joseph  Owen  who  d.  Msy 
11,  1813  age  77  years,  8  months  and  6  days"

and  the  second  one  - 

"Millicent,  wife  of  Joseph  Owen 
d.  26,  1816,  age  7h  years" 

Obviously  these  three  stones  commemorate  three  successive  generations  of  the 
Owen  Family  of  Bedford,  New  York,  beginning  with  Jonathan  and  Mary,  thence  to 
Joseph  and  Hannah  and  then  to  Joseph,  Jr,  and  Millicent,  Other  stones  north  of 
the  three  here  described  are  of  the  children  of  Joseph  and  Millicent  Owen  and 
their  wives  and  children.  There  are  also  stones  of  the  Woolsey  name  near  by.  The 
stones  in  the  rear  of  the  cemetery  are  mostly  of  the  Raymond  name. 

Rev,  Nathaniel  Brewster,  shown,  by  Owen  family  records,  to  have  been  the  father 
of  Mary,  wife  of  Jonathan  Owen,  was  quite  certainly  a  son  of  Francis  Brewster,  Jr. 
of  Bristol,  England  and  New  Haven,  Connecticut,  It  seems  quite  certain  also  that 
he  married,  probably  as  his  second  wife,  Sarah  Ludlow,  daughter  of  Hon,  Roger 
Ludlow,  Deputy  Governor  of  Massachusetts  Bay  Coloiy  and  later  Deputy  Governor  of 
the  New—ffaven  Colony.  (See  Am.  Genealogist,  Vo  Is.  12,  13  and  Ih,  published  ty 
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Donald  lines  Jacobus,  for  more  about  this  Brewster  family*)  Rev,  Nathaniel  Brewster 
died  18  December,  1690,  aged  70  and  his  will,  written  16  March,  1681^/89  or  more

than  five  years  before  his  death,  did  not  mention  his  daughters.  It  did  mention 


his  "eldest  son  John"  and  sons  Timothy  and  Daniel  and  grandchildren,  Daniel  and 
Abagail  Burr.  It  also  mentioned  his  wife,  Sarah.  Brookhaven  records  show  that  he 
had  a  daughter,  Dinah  Brewster,  who  married,  6  April  168^,  Joseph  looker,  and  other 
writings  indicate  that  another  daughter,  probably  Hannah,  b.  19  May  1669,  married, 
first,  John  Muncy,  who  died  in  1691,  and  2nd.,  Samuel  Thon^Dson.  The  grave  markers 
quoted  above  are  strong  proof  that  another  of  his  daughters,  named  Mary,  married 
Jonathan  Owen,  and  the  nuncupative  will  of  John  Muncy  published  in  the  book  "Early 
Long  Island  Wills"  by  William  S,  Pellatreau,  p*  16  supplies  circumstantial  proof 
of  it.  This  will  was  dated  at  Brookhaven,  County  of  Suffolk,  L.  I,,  lU  Feb.  1690/ 
91  and,  in  essentials,  reads  as  follows: 

"Timothy  Brewster  being  sent  for  by  John  Muncy  a  little  before  his  death 

he  desiring  me  then  to  write  his  will  and  I  thinking  it  not  convenient  at  that 

time  did  forbear  writing  &  desired  him  to  declare  his  mind  before  these 

witnesses  underwritten  that  if  no  better  opportunity  should  present  they  might 
+ 

declare  w'"  was  his  will  or  desire  to  ye  disposal  of  his  house  and  land,  which 
he  did  according  as  foUoweth;  I^  -  to  his  son  John  Muncy  he  gave  ye  one  half 
of  house  and  lands;  to  brother  Sam*l  he  gave  ye  other  half  to  divide  equally 
with  his  son  John  only  not  half  ye  meadow.  To  his  wife  he  left  nothing  but 
what  the  law  allowith.  Jonathan  Owen  asked  him  ye  next  morning  w^  meadow  he 
referred  to  not  to  be  divided  he  answered  that  it  was  ye  meadow  at  ye  west 
meadow. ”

The  above  document  supports  the  belief  that  John  Muncy  and  the  three  witnesses 
whose  names  were  appended  to  it  were  related,  and,  since  other  writings  have  it 
that  John  Muncy*  s  wife  was  Hannah,  daughter  of  Rev.  Nathaniel  Brewster,  that  they 
were  related  through  the  Brewster  family.  The  date  being  I690/9I  and  before  the 
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children  of  Rev,  Nathaniel  were  old  enough  to  have  grown  children  of  their  own  it 
leaves  only  his  own  children  as  the  ones  involved*  That  Timothy  Brewster  was  his 
son,  Sarah  Riggs  his  daughter  and  John  Muncy  and  Jonathan  Owen  his  sons-in-law 
are  strong  probabilities  and  good  reason  wly  the  youthful  twenty  year  old  Jonathan 
Owen  was  chosen  to  play  such  an  important  part  in  the  nuncupative  will  of  John 
Muncy* 

Jonathan  Owen  was  a  trustee  (selectman)  or  other  officer  of  Brookhaven  in 
1696  and  about  half  the  years  thereafter  until  1737,  serving  in  1728  as  president 
and  much  of  the  time  with  Samuel  Thompson  and  members  of  the  Brewster  family.  In 
some  years  he  served  as  constable,  assessor  and  collector  and  occasionally  held  two 
city  offices  in  the  same  year*  He  was  referred  to  as  Lieutenant  Jonathan  Owen  after 
5  May  1713  and  until  it  November  1728,  Thereafter  he  was  called  Captain*  The 
Report  of  the  State  (N.  Y,)  Historian,  Colonial  Series,  I896,  pp,  5lit-5l^,  lists 
the  soldiers  in  the  Brookhaven  Co,  for  1713  and  shows  Joseph  Tooker  as  Capt*, 
Jonathan  Owen  as  Lieut,  and  among  the  privates,  Jonathan  Owen,  probably  Jonathan 
Owen,  Jr,,  Aaron  Owen,  Eleazer  Hawkins,  Samuel  Tomson,  Daniel  Brewster  and 
Nathaniel  Brewster* 

In  1696  Jonathan  Owen  agreed  to  ’’clapboard  and  groundsel”  the  south  side  of 

the  Meeting  House  also  to  ’’make  three  shutters  and  mend  the  seats,”  This  employ-

ment  shows  him  to  have  been  a  carpenter  or  joiner*  On^  April  9  1697  the  trustees 
of  Brookhaven  including  Jonathan  Owen,  Thomas  Biggs  and  Samuel  Thompson  commission¬ 
ed  Daniel  Brewster  to  go  to  Jamaica,  L*  I,  to  invite  Mr.  Phillips  to  visit  the 
town  in  order  to  arrange  an  agreement  with  him  ”in  the  work  of  the  ministry,” 


(First  Presb,  Church,  Setauket,  L,  I,,  by  Kate  W,  Strong,  19^2*)  On 
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1710  ”at  Public  Towne  Meeting"  Jonathan  Owen  and  Sanuel  Thompson,  Selah  Strong, 
Col.  Henry  Smith  and  two  others  were  chosen  to  "order  the  building  of  the  (new) 
Meeting  House  and  to  proportion  the  same  and  place  of  setting  up  where  it  shall 
stand  and 


Remaine  to  ye  Public  use  etc."  (Ibid,  p.  7;  also  Book  B,  Brookhaven 


published  records,  p.  333*)  On^Jime 


1718  "Left.  Jonathan  Owen  and  Justice 
Nathaniel  Brewster"  were  chosen  to  view  the  Towne  Lott  at  Mountmissery  for  tres¬ 


passers  and  to  take  legal  action  if  any  were  found  and  report  to  the  trustees  at 
the  next  meeting.  (Book  B  Ibid)  Jonathan  Owen  and  Samuel  Thompson  were  executors 
of  the  will  of  John  Fently  dated  30  June  1718.  The  Owen  name  was  miswritten 
"Joseph  Owen"  in  "Abstract  of  New  York  Wills",  Vol.  2,  p.  312  but  the  error  coiv 


rected  in  Vol.  XVI,  p.  91  making  it  "Jonathan  Owen"  instead.  At  a  meeting  of  the 
Trustees  of  Brookhaven,  20  Feb,  1728/29  "Capt.  Jonathan  Owen  and  Nathaniel 
Brewster  who  previously  had  been  appointed  to  "Balance  the  Public  accounts"  made 
their  report.  (Book  C,  p.  137  Brookhaven  published  i^cords.)  These  and  other 
affiliations  of  members  of  the  Brewster  family  with  Jonathan  Owen  and  Sanuel 
Thompson  who  is  said  to  have  married  Hannah  (Brewster)  Muncy  add  more  weight  to 
the  belief  that  the  three  families  were  related. 

Jonathan  Owen  was  one  of  the  very  early  owners  of  land  in  Orange  Co,,  New 
York.  On  6  November  1712  Jonathan  Owen  of  Brookhaven,  County  of  Suffolk,  Coloiy 
of  New  York,  planter,  and  Daniel  Miller  of  East  Hampton  in  the  Island  of  Nassau, 
Colony  of  New  York,  yeoman,  loaned  to  Joanes  Burger  of  Pisattana  in  the  county  of 
Middlesex  in  New  Jersey,  cordwainer,  the  sum  of  ii6  pounds  and  18  shillings  and 
took  as  security  a  conditional  deed  to  one  seventh  part  of  a  tract  of  land  called 


Sicopes  situated  in  the  county  of  Orange  in  the  province  of  New  York  which  "in  the 
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year  1707  was  by  patent  granted  to  myself  (Burger)  and  others  etc*”  (Land  Record 
Book  B,  p.  79,  Orange  Co*,  Goshen,  N.  Y*)  On  10  November  1716  Johannes  Burger 
and  his  wife  Lena  relinquished  this  land  to  Jonathan  Owen  of  Brookhaven,  County 
of  Suffolk,  yeoman,  and  Daniel  Miller  of  East  Hampton  County  of  Suffolk,  yeoman, 
”for  the  sum  of  hi  pounds  current  money,  in  hand  paid.”  (Land  Record  Book  E,  p, 
359,  Orange  Co*,  Goshen,  N*  Y.)  On  9  January  1726  Daniel  Miller  of  East  Hampton, 
L.  I.  sold  his  share  in  this  Orange  County  property  to  Daniel  Brewster  of  Brook- 
haven,  L.  I*  for  1|0  pounds  current  money  of  New  York*  (Land  Record  Book  E,  p* 

361,  Orange  Co.,  Goshen,  N*  Y*)  On  6  February  173ii/35  Jonathan  Owen  of  Brook- 
haven  in  County  of  Suffolk,  province  of  New  York,  Gentleman,  for  71  pounds  current 
money  of  New  York  sold  his  share  of  this  Orange  County  property  to  ”William  Smith 
of  the  city  of  New  York,  attorney  at  law.”  (Land  Record  Book  E,  p.  362  Orange  Co. 
Goshen,  N,  Y*) 

Jonathan  Owen  does  not  appear  in  the  Brookhaven,  L.  I.  records  between  1730 
and  6  Feb.  173i|/35  when,  as  above  shown,  he  sold  his  interest  in  his  land  in 

Orange  Co*,  N.  Y.  to  William  Smith  of  N.  Y*  City*  On  20  June  YJ3>h  a  Greenwich, 

Conn*  deed  shows  a  Jonathan  Owen  called  a  ”carpenter  of  Greenwich,  Conn*,”  buying 
land  in  Greenwich,  Conn,  from  the  estate  of  Timothy  Knapp  at  a  place  "cauled 

Field.”  He  probably  was  Jonathan  Owen,  Jr.  and  had  come  to  the  main  land  with  his 

brothers  Joseph  and  Ebenezer.  He  scarcely  could  have  been  Jonathan  Owen,  Sr*  for 
the  latter  was  a  resident  of  Brookhaven  on  6  Feb.  1735,  when,  as  we  have  seen,  he 
sold  his  property  in  Orange  Co.,  N.  Y.  He  was  there  also  on  2  May  1737,  when  he 
was  elected  a  Trustee  of  Brookhaven,  L.  I.  He  attended  a  meeting  of  the  trustees 
the  next  year,  18  Jan.  1738,  and  signed  a  petition  there  li|  Feb.  1738.  As  will 
be  seen  later  Jonathan  Owen  of  Greenwich  received  grants  of  land  from  the  town 
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in  April  1738  and  bought  and  was  granted  more  land  there  early  in  IT-b-O.  He  was 


also  living  there  as  late  as  17l|7  when,  apparently,  he  dispossed  of  all  of  his 
property  in  Greenwich,  In  all  of  these  transactions  he  described  himself  as  be¬ 
ing  of  Greenwich,  Conn* 

An  unrecorded  deed  owned  by  Mrs,  Leroy  S,  King  of  East  Han^ton,  L.  I,  and 
dated  29  April  17l|0  shows  that  Jonathan  Owen  of  Brookhaven,  L,  I.,  yeoman,  sold 
on  that  date  to  Daiiel  Smith  of  Brookhaven  “our  (one)  certain  Lot  or  parcele  of 
Land  lying  and  being  on  the  southard  End  of  the  Town  of  Brookhaven  Afors—  fifty 
acres  more  or  less  .  •  A  Brookhaven  town  record  dated  3  June  17ii2  mentions  a 
tract  of  land  of  "Capt,  Jonathan  Owens  called  Nichols  Path  now  in  possession  of 
Daniel  Smith,  Etc.”  (Book  B,  pp,  it^9-U60  Brookhaven  published  records,)  These 
two  records  read  together,  show  that  the  unrecorded  deed  of  29  April  17i;0  above 
mentioned  was  from  Capt,  Jonathan  Owen  and  not  his  son  and  the  land  being  on  the 
’’southerd  end  of  Brookhaven”  makes  it  fit  the  description  of  land  that  “Jonathan 
Owen,  Sr,”,  on  10  Marcdi  1701,  asked  the  town  to  give  him,  it  being  ”a  piece  of 
land  laid  out  on  the  southerd  side  of  a  20  acre  lot  given  his  father  Owen  by  the 
towne  over  against  his  brother  George  Owens  house,”  (Book  C,  p,  3^  Brookhaven 
published  records,)  The  ”20  acre  lot  given  his  father  Owen  by  the  Towne”  very 
probably  was  the  same  as  that  shown  by  the  record  dated  l68i;/8^  TSidiich  reads, 

”gorg  oven  had  layd  out  20  aker  of  land  over  against  their  house  west  side  of 
way,”  (Book  B,  p,  of  Brookhaven  published  records,)  This  group  of  Brookhaven 
town  and  land  records  prove  that  Jonathan  Owen  had  a  brother  George,  shows  that 
their  father  had  been  in  Brookhaven  before  them  and  that  his  name  very  likely  was 
Gorg  (George)  Owen,  Sr,  (See  note  at  bottom  of  page^) 
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The  town  and  church  records  of  Brookhaven  and  Setauket  are  so  sketchy  and 
incomplete  and  the  settlers  there  were  so  careless  about  recording  deeds,  leases 
and  mortgages  that  it  is  next  to  impossible  to  identify  families  with  assured 
accuracy.  The  Owen  family  records,  already  mentioned,  say,  but  without  giving 
the  children’s  names,  that  Jonathan  and  Mary  (Brewster)  Owen  had  a  family  of  five 
sons  and  two  daughters.  Only  two  of  these  seven  can  be  identified  from  the  re¬ 


cords,  namely,  Jonathan,  Jr.  and  Joseph  and  the  children  of  only  one  of  these  twoj 
namely  Joseph,  is  known  with  certainty.  Another  son,  named  Ebenezer,  is  also 


well  authenticated  as  a  son  of  Jonathan  if  not  actually  proved* 


The  children  of  Jonathan  and  Mary  Brewster  with  reservations  as  shown  werer 


(1)  Jonathan  Owen,  Jr*  .  A  Jonathan  Owen,  Sr.  and  a  Jonathan  Owen,  Jr.  are 
both  mentioned  in  the  early  Brookhaven,  L,  I.  records  showing  that 
there  was  a  son  Jonathan,  Jr.  Jonathan  Owen  with  a  suffix  Sr.  is  first 
mentioned,  13  July  1720.  (Book  B,  Brookhaven  published  records,  pp. 

388  and  389.)  A  Jonathan  Owen  with  a  suffix  Jr.  is  first  mentioned 
11  March  172U,  when  he  registered  an  ear  mark,  (Ibid  p.  ^17),  snd  again 
on  29  March  1735  in  a  land  division.  (Book  C,  Brookhaven  published 
records,  p.  170.)  He  is  thought  by  some  to  have  been  the  Jonathan 
Owen  who  married,  23  Oct.  1723,  at  Southold,  L.  I,,  Bethia  Terry, 
(Southold,  L.  I.  Vital  Records),  and  removed  to  Orange  County,  New 
York  about  1737.  There  are  doubts  about  this  claim  because  of  the 
marriage  having  been  performed  in  Southold  rather  than  Brookhaven  and 
for  the  fact  that  the  Jonathan  Owen  of  the  Greenwich,  Conn,  records 
was  living  in  Greenwich  when  the  Orange  County,  N,  Y.  Jonathan  was 
serving  there,  in  1738,  as  a  Mililiaman  in  the  comparer  of  Capt. 

Thomas  Ellison.  (Report  of  the  State  (N,  Y.)  Historian,  Colonial 
Series  I896,  Vol.  1,  p.  6li|.)  The  Greenwich,  Conn,  land  records  shov^ 
’’Jonathan  Owen,  carpenter  of  Greenwich,  Conn.”,  purchasing  land  from 
the  estate  of  Timothy  Knapp,  20  June  173U,  at  a  place  ’’cauled  Field.” 

In  April  of  1736  ’’Jonathan  Owen  of  Greenwich,  Conn.”  was  granted 
four  parcels  of  land  by  the  town  of  Greenwich  and  in  the  same  month 
and  year  sold  land  in  Greenwich  to  Daniel  Knapp  et  al  and  bought  a 
parcel  in  Greenwich  from  Ephriam  Bostwick.  From  April  1736  to  Feb* 

17li0  his  name  does  not  appear  in  the  Greenwich  records.  In  Feb,  and 
March  of  17U0  ’’Jonathan  Owen  of  Greenwich,  Conn.”,  bought  land  in 
Greenwich  from  James  Knapp  and  sold  land  there  to  Benjamin  Brush. 

In  June  of  17U0  ’’Jonathan  Owen  of  Greenwich,  Conn.”  was  granted  three 
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more  parcels  of  land  by  the  town  and  in  the  same  month  bought  land  in 
Greenwich  from  Samuel  Lockwood  and  Samuel  Ferris.  On  26  Jan.  17kS/h6, 

2k  Aug.  17U7  and  1  Sept,  17ii7,  ” Jonathan  Owen  of  Greenwich,  Conn, 
warranted  five  separate  deeds  vdiich  disposed  of  his  property  in  Green¬ 
wich,  after  which  his  name  does  not  appear  in  the  Greenwich  records 
again.  (Book  it,  5  and  6  Greenwich,  Conn.  Deeds.)  He  probably  removed 
at  that  time  to  lower  Dutchess  Co.,  N.  Y.,  now  Putnam  Co.,  where  on 
22  Aug.  1760,  he  witnessed  the  will  of  William  Southerland  of  Northcastle 
in  Westchester  County.  (Abstract  of  N.  Y.  Wills,  Vol.  VI,  p.  86.)  His 
wife  may  have  been  the  Rachel  Owen  of  Westchester  County,  N.  Y.,  the 
administration  of  whose  intestate  estate  was  given  to  Moses  Wayman  12 
May  1768.  (Abstract  of  N.  Y.  Wills,  Vol.  VII,  p.  i|65.) 

On  111  March  17ii0  Joseph  Owen,  who  was  described  as  being  of  North¬ 
castle  in  the  County  of  Westchester  bought  land  in  Greenwich,  Conn,  from 
Ephidam  Palmer  and  Abraham  Randell  and  on  the  same  date,  but  described 
as  being  of  Greenwich,  bought  land  in  Greenwich  from  Sanuel  Smith,  He 
last  appeared  in  the  Greenwich  records  in  the  year  17li6  when  he  disposed 
of  his  Greenwich  properties,  (Books  5,  6  and  7  Greenwich,  Conn.  Deeds.) 

Joseph  and  Jonathan  Owen  probably  were  brothers  who,  with  their 
brother  Ebenezer,  who  was  recorded  as  a  freeman  in  Bedford,  N«  Y,  in 
I7I1I,  had  come  from  Long  Island  to  the  Mainland  between  1730  and  I7I1O.

The  children  of  Jonathan  Owen,  Jr.  ,  not  all  proved,  could  have  been:

Jr.  of  the  South  Precinct  of  Dutchess  Co.,  N.  Y.  on  28  Dec.  177li 
when  he  deeded  60  acres  of  land  to  Throbel  Brush  of  Northcastle 
in  Westchester  Co,,  N.  Y.  (Vol,  1,  p.  liiO  Land  Records  at  White 
Plains,  N,  Yo)  His  will  mentioned  his  wife  Jain,  said  to  have 
been  Jane  Lockwood,  and  designated  her  together  with  Jesse  Owen, 
presumably  his  brother,  as  executors.  Children  mentioned  were, 

(1)  Jonathan  Owen  "eldest  son";  (2)  Levi  Owen;  (3)  Abbey  Owen; 

(U)  Sanuel  Owen;  (5)  Mary  Owen;  (6)  Israel  Owen;  (7)  Benjamin 
Owen,  and  (8)  Solomon  Owen,  (N,  Y.  Abstract  of  Wills)  Other 
records  show  his  son  Jonathan,  the  eldest  son,  to  have  been  born 
13  May  1739;  d.  13  Nov,  181^8  leaving  children,  Jane;  Phebe; 

Ruth;  Eliza  and  Philamon  Smith  Owen. 

(2)  Ebenezer  Owen^,  b,  about  1733/36.  An  Ebenezer  Owen  enlisted  in 

Capt.  Peter  Harris*  Dutchess  Co.,  N,  Y,  Militia,  28  May  1761, 
giving  his  age  as  23  and  his  birth  place,  New  England.  He  may 
have  been  bom  in  Greenwich,  Conn.,  thus  giving  him  the  right 
to  ssy,  as  he  did  when  enlisting,  that  he  was  bom  in  New  England. 
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He  probably  was  the  same  Kbenezer  Owen  who  enlisted  April  1759 
in  the  Connecticut  Uth  Company  of  the  3rd.  Regiment  of  N,  Y. 
Militia  commanded  by  Capt,  Thomas  Hobby.  (See  Conn.  Hist.  Soc# 
Collections,  Vol,  X,  p.  l^S^  also  see  "Ye  Historic  of  ye  towne  of 
Greenwich"  by  Spencer  P.  Mead,  p.  79* 

(3)  Jarediah  (Jedidiah)  Owen^,  b.  1738/395  d.  at  Harrison,  Westchester 
County,  N.  Y,  between  7  Sept.  1793  "when  his  will  was  written  and 
8  Aug.  1796  when  it  was  proved.  (White  Plains,  liber  B,  p,  371.) 
His  will  mentioned  his  wife,  Jane,  and  "Jonathan  Owen,  my  eldest 
brother's  son"  but  no  children.  He  bequeathed  a  life  use  of  half 
of  his  estate  to  his  wife  and  the  other  half  outright  to  one 
"John  Vunold  who  now  lives  with  me."  After  his  wife's  death  this 
same  John  Vunold  was  to'  have  her  portion  of  his  estate.  He 
evidently  had  no  children  unless  John  Vunold  was  a  grandson,  a 
son  of  his  daughter  probably  deceased.  Jarediah  Owen  was  on  the 
Colonial  muster  roll  of  Capt.  William  Gilchrist's  Company  of  West¬ 
chester  Co.,  N.  Y.,  15  May  1761,  giving  his  birthplace  as  West¬ 
chester  Co.,  N*  Y.,  date  of  enlistment  as  27  April  1761  and  age 
22.

(k)  Jesse  Owen  ,  b.  23  Jan.  I7UI5  d.  12  March  I82O5  m.,  about  1769, 

Mary  Dobbin,  b.  15  Sept.  1752;  d.  25  March  1826.  She  may  have 
been  his  2nd.  wife  because  a  Jesse  Owen  m. ,  11  Apr.  1768,  at 
Salem,  Westchester  Co.,  N.  Y.,  Hannah  Tyler.  (N.  Y.  Gen.  and  Biog. 
Reg.,  Vol.  31,  p.  88^  Who  this  second  Jesse  Owen  could  have  been 
other  than  the  one  who  later  married  Mary  Dobbin  is  hard  to  imder- 
stand.  Mary  Dobbin  was  a  dau.  of  Hugh  and  Betsey  (Jackson) 

Dobbin  both  bom  in  Ireland,  later  residents  of  Goshen,  Orange 
Co.,  N.  Y.  Jesse  and  Mary  (Dobbin^)  Owen  lived  first  in  the  Goshen 
precinct  of  Orange  Co.,  then  in  Putnam  Valley  of  Dutchess  Co., 

N.  Y»  The  children  of  Jesse  and  Mary  (Dobbin)  Owen  were  (l) 
Elizabeth  Owen^,  b.  20  June  1770;  d.  U  Feb.  1856;  m.  Ezra  Hubbell, 
b.  18  May  1763;  d.22  Sept.  1822;  (2)  John  Owen;  (3)  Hugh  Owen; 

(U)  Jane  Owen,  m.  Jonathan  Ferris;  (5)  Zephaniah  Owen* 

(2)  Nathaniel  Owen  (Jonathan  ,  Gorg^)  probably  a  son  but  not  so  proved.  A 

Nathaniel  Owen  died  intestate  in  Orange  County,  N.  Y.  in  1763.  Letters 
of  administration  of  his  estate  were  given  to  Samuel  Jones  1  December 
1763.  (Abstract  of  N.  Y.  Wills  Orange  Co.,  N.  Y.,  Vol.  VI,  p.  iiii8.) 

He  probably  had  sons  Jonathan  and  Nathaniel.  A  Jonathan  Owen  on  27 
December  1763  witnessed  a  deed  of  "Bridget  Jones,  John  Jones  and  Thomas 
Jones  executrix  and  executors  of  the  last  will  and  testament  of  Evan 
Jones,  Surgeon,  late  of  Hermitage  in  the  County  of  Ulster"  that  conveyed 
land  to  Sanuel  Brewster  that  had  been  in  his  possession  "for  the  past 
year."  A  Nathaniel  Owen  enlisted  as  a  militiaman  from  Suffolk  Co., 

Long  Island,  N,  Y.,  I8  April  1758  in  Capt.  Alexander  Smith's  Compaiy, 
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A  Nathaniel  Owen  was  registered  October  1769  as  a  member  of  the  Goshen 
Presbyterian  Church.  A  Nathaniel  Owen,  Jr.  signed  a  deed  of  Nathaniel 
and  Nancy  Owen  11  May  178^.  The  latter  ?Iathaniel  Owen,  was  a  son  of 
Jonathan  Owen  and  his  will,  proved  in  Ulster  Co.  19  1807,  did  not 

mention  a  sori,  Nathaniel,  which  means  that  he  either  predeceased  his 
father  or  was  another  Nathaniel^  probably  son  of  above.  A  Nathaniel 
Owen  served  from  Ulster  County  in  the  war  of  the  Rev.,  and  a  Nathaniel 
Owen  of  Wallkill,  Ulster  Co.,  N.  Y,  is  shown  in  the  1790  census  with 
a  family  of  two  males  over  16,  two  under  16,  three  females  and  two 
slaves.  (See  family  of  John  Owen,  pages  8  and  9  herein.)

(3)  Ebenezer  Owen  ,  (Jonathan  ,  Gorg  )  was  b.  in  Suffolk  Co.,  L.  I.  about  1710. 
He  d.  in  Wallkill,  Orange  Co.,  N.  Y.  in  1799  and  lies  buried  in  the 
Phinehas  Tuthill  burial  plot  half  way  between  Blooming  Grove  Crossing 
and  Idncondale,  Orange  Co.,  N.  Y.  He  m.,  probably  about  1739,  in 
Suffolk  Co.,  L.  I.,  Temperance  Helme,  b.,  say  1712,  dau.  of  William  Helme 
of  Brookhaven,  L.  I.  He  removed  first  to  Westchester  Co.,  N.  Y.  and 
was  listed  as  a  freeman  at  Bedford,  Westchester  County,  N.  Y.,  21  Sept. 
17i<.l.  (Vol.  I,  p.  37,  Hist.  Westchester  Co.,  N.  Y.  ty  Robert  Bolton, 
l88l.)  He  then  removed  to  Wallkill,  Orange  County,  N.  Y.  near  Mt.  Joy 
where  he  died  in  1799.  This  family  record  is  supported  ly  a  sketch  of 
17  April  1900  in  the  Goshen  Independent  Republican  by  J.  H.  Thon^son 
which  reads  in  part  as  follows: 

•’The  Owens  (family)  came  fiTom  Wales  and  settled  on  Long  Island  about 

_ 1711.  The  first  verifiable  representative  of  the  family  was  Ebenezer 

Owen  who  at  th«  outset  lived  for  a  time  in  Westchester  County,  New  York 
and  subsequently  moved  to  Orange  County,  New  Yoik  and  located  in  the 
town  of  Wallkill  near  Mt.  Joy  on  what  is  now  the  farm  owned  and  occupied 
by  Horace  D.  Thcanpson.  He  married  Temperance,  daughter  of  William 
Helme  and  died  in  1799  leaving  four  sons  and  five  daughters,  as  follows: 
Ebenezer  Jr.;  William;  Nathaniel;  Jonathan;  Charity;  Ketura;  Julia;  Ann 
and  Temperance.” 

The  Helme  family  was  a  prominent  one  at  Brookhaven,  Long  Island, 
William  Helme,  the  father  of  Temperance,  who  married  Ebenezer  Owen  was 
a  son  of  Thomas  Helme,  d.  1710,  first  town  clerk  of  Brookhaven,  and  his 
wife,  Joanna,  daughter  of  Andrew  Miller.  William  Helme  had  a  large 
family  including  sons,  Thomas  and  William  Helme,  Jr.,  the  latter  of 
whom  removed  to  Orange  Co.,  N.  Y.  and  died  there  in  1798.  William 
Helme,  Sr.  is  said  to  have  been  the  father,  also,  of  Hannah  Helme  who 
m.  Joseph  Owen,  brother  of  Ebenezer,  who  lived  at  Bedford,  N.  Y.  (See 
Family  III) 

The  children  of  Ebenezer  Owen  and  his  wife.  Temperance  Helme,  order  of 
birth  not  certain,  were:

Her  will  mentioned  all  eight  of  the  children  named  below  as  well 
as  her  "grandchildren,  the  children  of  Isaac  H*  Owen  and  of 
Abraham  Owen,  deceased,  and  of  Ten^^erance  Wright,  deceased  and 
of  Hannah  Shepherd,  deceased,  and  of  Anny  Cane,  deceased,"  Son, 
Jonathan ^Owen  and  friend,  Robert  Price  were  named  as  executors,

Ebenezer 
Owen,  Jr,^  undoubtedly  was  the  "Ebenezer  Owen  of  Pochaik  who  was 
one  of  the  executors  of  the  will  of  Timothy  Owen  of  Goshen,  Orange 
Co,,  N,  Y.,  dated  it  March  1761.  He  also,  quite  certainly,  was 
the  Ebenezer  Owen  viho  enlisted  in  Capt.  Peter  Smith* s  Orange  Co*, 

N.  Y.  Militia,  25  April  1758,  giving  his  age  as  21,  He  was  also 
the  Ebenezer  Owen  who  served  as  Capt.  of  the  Pochuk  Company  of 
Orange  Co.  Militia  under  Col.  William  Allison  at  the  beginning  of 
the  Rev.  War  and  later  as  Capt.  in  the  Uth  N.  Y.  Regiment  command¬ 
ed  by  Col.  John  Hathom, ,  (See  Report  of  State  Historian,  N.  Y, 
Colonial  Series,  1896,  Vols.

Burden,  b.  in  Bristol  Co.,  Rhode  Island,  13  Apr.  1758;  d.,  at 
Blooming  Grove,  Orange  Co.,  N,  Y*,  22  Mar.  1812.  William  Owen 
was  on  the  muster  roll  of  Capt.  Howell* s  Co.,  Orange  Co.,  N,  Y, 
dated  19  May  1760  giving  his  age  as  19  and  his  birthplace  as 
Long  Island  and  occupation  tailor.

Family  records  of  Owen  family  of  Orange  Co.,  N,  Y,  say  he  was^the

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at  Ulysses,  Seneca  Co.,  N,  Y.,  21  Ang.  l8li<.,  age  6^,  Certain  signs 
however,  point  to  his  having  been  a  son  of  Nathaniel,  the  brother 
of  Gershom,  rather  than  of  Ebenezer  and  further  research  may  prove 
this  to  be  true.

Owen  Jr. ,  son  of  the  George  who  was  the  brother  of  Jonathan,  The 
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fourth  was  George  Owen  ,  son  of  Moses  .  The  fifth  was  George  Owen  who 

is  assumed  by  this  writer  to  have  been  the  son  of  Jonathan^.  The  as¬ 
sumption  of  this  fifth  George  Owen^,  son  of  Jonathan^,  is  based  on  the 
fact  that  after  the  passing  of  eleven  years  (1725  to  1736)  without  a 
George  Owen  appearing,  one  came  prominently  into  the  Brookhaven  records 
about  the  time  that  Jonathan  Owen  departed  from  them,  and  on  the  addi¬ 
tional  fact  that  in  those  early  days  it  was  frequently  the  custom  to 
elevate  the  son  of  a  long  prominent  citizen  to  the  position  of  his 
father  when  the  latter,  because  of  age,  withdrew*  This  latter  George 
Owen  was  elected  a  Trustee  of  Brookhaven  it  May  1736  and  assessor  and  ^ 
trustee  2  May  1737.  This  latter  year  was  the  last  that  Jonathan  Owen  , 
called  Captain,  was  elected  a  trustee.  (Book  C,  Brookhaven  published 
records,  p.  185.)  On  lli  Feb.  1738,  Capt.  Jonathan  Owen  and  George 
Owei? were  the  only  trustees  to  join  with  twenty  eight  others  in  a  protest 
petition  "against  Laying  out  Land  that  is  Set  Apart  or  Layd  out  for 
a  Sheep  Pasture  in  ye  said  Town."  (Ibid  p.  187)  Being  the  only  trustees 
to  sign  implies  a  close  relationship  between  them.  George  Owen  was 
elected  a  trustee  in  17U0  and  17Ul  and  called  Lef tenant  Owen  in  the 
latter  year.  He  was  assessor  in  17ii5  and  together  with  John  Brewster 
was  Commissioner  of  Roads  in  the  years  nh9  to  1753  inclusive  and 
called  Captain.  He  was  on  the  Brookhaven  rate  list  in  1758  which  was 
his  last  appearance  in  the  records  except  that  on  15  June  1767  a  meadow 
"formerly  possessed  by  George  Owen"  is  mentioned.  (Ibid  pp.  1^1,  lii3) 
This  latter  record  indicates  that  he  was  deceased  or  not  then  living  in 
Brookhaven.  This  writer  suggests  that  together  with  John  Brewster  he 
removed  to  Orange  Co.,  N,  Y.  about  1760  and  died  soon  thereafter  also 
that  he  was  the  father  of  George  Owen^  who  died  there  in  Aug.  1770 
leaving,  according  to  his  will,  a  wife  Elizabeth  and  a  son  George  and 
other  children  mentioned  but  not  named,  George  Owen^  may  also  have 
been  the  father  of  Nathaniel  Owen  who  enlisted  in  Capt.  Alexander  Smith’ s

She 
was  a  daughter  yi  of  William  Helme  of  Suffolk  County,  Long  Island  who  was  a 
son  of  Thomas  Helme,  ”His  Majesties  Justice”,  in  the  Manor  of  St,  George,  Suffolk 
Co,,  Long  Island  and  one  of  the  patentees  (I686)  of  the  town  of  Brookhaven,  He 
was  town  clerk  for  many  years,  clerk  of  the  prerogative  court  and  in  I70I4.  com¬ 
missioner  of  highways,  Thomas  Helme,  Sr,  settled  first  at  Miller's  Point,  Suffolk 
Co.,  Long  Island.  He  married  Joanna  Miller,  daughter  of  Andrew  Miller  and  had 
three  sons,  namely,  (l)  Thomas  who  died  about  1730  leaving  only  one  child  named; 
Thomas;  (2)  William;  (3)  Anselm,  (Manuscript  Notes  on  Long  Island  Families  hy 
Benjamin  F,  Thompson  in  N,  Y,  Hist,  Society,  also  see  "Early  Long  Island  Wills” 
pp,  16  and  278  by  William  S.  Pelletreau.)

Joseph  Owen  was  born  in  Brookhaven,  Suffolk  County,  Long  Island  where  he 
left  but  one  record,  namely,  a  request  in  Nov.  1729  for  an  ear  mark  for  his  cattle. 
He  probably  removed  to  Westchester  County,  New  York  soon  after  his  marriage  but 
made  no  record  there  imtil  li;  March  17U0  when,  describing  himself  as  of  North 
Castle  in  the  County  of  Westchester,  state  of  New  York,  he  bought  land  in  Greenwich 
from  Abraham  Rundell,  also  bought  from  Ephriam  Palmer  of  Greenwich  a  certain  dwell¬ 
ing  house  and  three  acres  of  land  lying  and  being  in  the  town  of  Greenwich*  (Vol* 
9,  pp*  226  -  227  Greenwich,  Conn.  Deeds.)  On  the  same  date  but  described  as  being 
of  Greenwich  he  bought  a  itO  acre  plot  in  Greenwich,  Conn,  from  Samuel  Smith  of 
Greenwich.

He  was  an  Elder 
in  the  Bedford  Presbyterian  Church  where  some  of  his  children  were  baptized.  His 
will  (liber  D,  p.  90  White  Plains,  N.  Y*)  was  written  at  Bedford,  N.  Y, ,  Dec*  22, 
1812  and  proved  Sept.  28,  1813 .  It  mentioned  his  wife,  Millicent,  to  whom  he 
gave  one  third  of  his  real  estate  and  all  household  furniture  during  her  natural 
life*  He  mentioned  dau^ters,  Hannah,  Maiy  and  Esther  and  sons,  Daniel,  James 
and  Joseph*  James  and  Joseph  were  designated  executors.

of  Dutchess  Co.,  N.  T.  and  23  Feb.  1785  when  it  was  proved.  His  wife,  Jain,  said 

to  have  been  Jane  Lockwood,  and  Jesse  Owen,  no  doubt  his  brother,  were  designated 

executors.

(2)  Nathaniel  Owen  ,  b.,  probably  at  Brookhaven,  L.  I.  say  about  1727;  d.,  at 
Wallkill,  Ulster  Co.,  N.  Y.,  between  26  April  1796  when  his  will  which 
named  the  husbands  of  his  daughters  Susannah,  Bethia  and  Sarah,  was 
written  and  15  May  I806  when  it  was  proved.  He  probably  married  twice 
if  not  three  times.  His  first  marriage  could  have  taken  place  before 
1750,  his  second  2h  June  1757  to  Elizabeth  Jane,  (N,  Y.  Marriages,  p# 
288),  and  his  third  18  Jan,  1778  to  Nancy  Darby.  (Goshen  Presb.  Ch. 

Rec.)  He  would-  have  been  pretty  old  to  have  married  as  late  as  1778 
but,  judging  by  the  logic  of  the  records,  he  did  so.  A  deed  of  Nathaniel 
and  Nancy  Owen,  dated  11  May  1781*  was  witnessed  by  Nathaniel  Owen,  Jr# 
but  no  child  of  that  name  was  mentioned  in  the  father's  will  which, 
barring  intervening  death,  means  that  Nathaniel  Jr.  was  the  son  of 
another  Nathaniel.  (Ulster  Co#  Deeds,  Vol.  II,  p.  3l*l*)  Nathaniel 
Owen  lived  near  his  brother,  Gershom,  on  the  border  line  between  Ulster 
and  Orange  Counties  in  the  Wallkill  precinct  of  the  Minisink  patent  and 
pretty  far  away  to  be  worshiping  at  the  Goshen  church.  Land  in  the 
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3iigl6  was  grantad  "bo  Nat/haniel  Owen  and  to  Jonathan^  George  and 
Henry  Smith  and  to  Isaiah  Veal  and  Wait  Carpenter,  21  March  1770. 

(N.  Y.  State  Library,  Bulletin  58,  Calendar  of  Council  Minutes,  p.  51^8.) 
His  will  gave  to  his  son,  David,  the  fcmn  whereon  he  now  lives  in  the 
town  of  Minisink  and  to  son,  Williaj^  was  given,  "the  homestead  farm 
where  I  now  live  provided  he  shalj[^care  of  and  maintain  his  mother,  my 
present  wife,  during  her  life  time  and  to  pay  to  my  two  said  daughters, 
Juliana  and  Temperance  Owen,  100  pounds  on  the  day  of  their  marriage." 
Th^^  provisions  imply  that  children  William,  Juliana  and  Temperance 
were  children  of  "ny  present  wife"  who  still  was  living  but  not  named 
in  the  will.  The  age  of  William* s  wife,  Elsa,  who  was  probably  the 
Elsa  who  d,  13  Sept*  1810,  aged  27  and  the  marriage  date  of  William’s 
sister,  Juliana,  add  weight  to  this  conjecture.

2^  Feb.  1802,  grantors,  entered  into  a  land  deal  with  William 
Ellison  of  New  Windsor;  Nathaniel  Owen,  merchant;  William  McBride 
and  his  wife  Juliana;  Temper epice  Owen;  John  Remsen;  Abraham 
Brinkerhoff  and  John  Outhouse.  (Orange  Co.  Deeds  Book  H,  p«  217.) 
All  records  suggest  that  William  Owen  was  a  young  man.  He  was 
not  listed  in  the  1790  or  1800  census,  the  only  William  so  listed 
from  Orange  or  Ulster  Co.,  N.  Y.  being  frcm  Cornwall  town  and"^^ 
descendant  of  the  Connecticut  Owen  family  which  so  far  as  is 
known  was  not  related  to  the  earlier  Owen  family  of  Orange  and 
Ulster  Counties.
